Gave Battle to the Flense 


Feathered Warrior. 


Observers In. Prospect park the other 


day saw a strange sight for a city ol 
the size of tliis one. Crows, which hare 
for years nested' in ttie thick woods 
Just beyond the line of defense at Bat- 
tery pass, -wore put on the defensive 
by an Invading peregrine falcon, or 
duck hawk, one of the swiftest of the 
predatory birds. 


The falcon came from the northwest, 


and swept down from a great altitude, 
to -which It. had amended presumably 
to pass over 1iho fumes of tht city, and 
skimmed along over the trectops, just 
dusting the topmost twigs. Some rob- 
ins gave the alarm in the park just ia 
trojn the memorial monument. They 
whistled anil screamed, then plunged 
with a wild flutter into the lowest and 
least nocf-sslblc bushes. The thrushes 
and sparrows took up tlie alarm and 
spread it the length of the park. 


Tlie wave of terror which the ap- 


pearance ot the falcon caused spread 
to tlie Jowls on. the lakes, and they 
Bought safety in the inaig-'m Inikhes. 
They scurried along and gave startled 
bqiiawk-s and cries of alarm and got 
aut of breath, not breathing easily cien 
when they lay hid in the densest places. 


The last of the birds to take alarm 


were the crows. It appears that there 
are two ncstn in flic park this year, as 
four crows (Mine up above the trees to 
take ;v look. I'crlmps the extra pair 
of crows are last year's jonnp, who have 
huggcHl the trail of the parent birds. It 
begun to rain hard just as tlic crows 
vrcnit scouting. The big female crow 
arose SO feet above the highest trcetop 
on Uie level nnd took a look. Half hid- 
den jn the mist, the hawk wus coming-, 
getting plainer in \le\v all the while. 


She huwk had come parallel with 


Flatibusb avenue, and almost to the 
stand where people view the passing 
turnouts nnd riders on pleasant days.

almig the ridge to Battle Pass, beyond 
wliich the crows have a claim against 
all newcomers. They were prepared! to 
defend it even againsit the falcon. They 
evidently trusted to numbers ^nd past 
experience. Th-oy rose, screaming, to 
the fight, andimade their attacks slmul- 
lanieously. 


The crows' plan was always to get 


above the enemy, then come down at 
its back with hn'lf-shut, wings and bill 
tightly closed, hoping to pierce the fill 
con's buck. The hawk was in no hurry 
It could eawily ha\e oulflowri the crows 
in a straight-away clia'-i.'. It preferred 
to dortgip. In this game it hns no su- 
perior. Although the crows were com- 
ing nt it, from all points above and be- 
hind, it held, its own. Only tuice was 
it hit. Oiw crow came down and broke 
a tail feather of the hawk; another hit 
a wing, and spoiled the hawk's flight 
for an in.stant. 


One o 
r£ the crows, aft<>r IS minutes of 


diving and counter-dodging, came down 
in a swift plunge. It overestimated the 
hawk's npccd and piif-sed not a foot be- 
fore Mie hawk's hooked bill. The hawk 
darted forward and downward. 
It 


grabbed the crow in 1he back with both 
tnlonis. The crow fn" e a loud cry, tossed 
it.s head and wings up, and then hung 
limp in the hawk's grasp. With Unit 
the hawk arose, followed by Uie re- 
maining crown. It was struck at n 
couple of times 
h.ilf-heartciHy, 
and 


missed each time. Carrj ing its prey, the 
hawk continued to rise until it was a 
mere speck, nnd then sailed nway to 
its eyrie, perhaps in the Palisades, with 
a meal for its male.—N. Y. Sun.
